TalmndBe, who assumed office with the backing of national 
guard officern and st^ite troopers, announced that he would 
vacate both the oxccutivo office and the mansion "as soon 
as we can get the files out and our peraonal cffecta packed. " 
Thompson will Bcrvc until January, 1949. 

Talmadge said in a statement to newamcn that he con- 
sidered the peoplo the court of last rcaort in political ques- 
tions, and said the question "will bo carried to the court 
of last resort." He did not elaborate further on that state-

One ol the most IntcrcaLlng qucsllons Jn 
Dr. Qeorgs Oallup'a whole bag ot quizzes I3; 
"Whnt person living today In any part of the 
world do you admire most?" And American 
public opinion, always unpredictable. U never 
more baffling than when It provides the 
sjuwcr. 

Thlfl Is not meant 115 any reflection on Ocn. 
JDougloA MacArthur, who has been the win- 
ner In the loit two years. It Is almply that 
most ol us, If asked to give b guess as to 
America's No. 1 pin-up boy without Doctor 
Gollup's old, would probably come up with 
a different answer.. 

General MacArthur's popularity assets are 
not bard to find. His role In the war was un- 
matched for sustained drama. The long 
Btniggle bade from defeat, accomplished wich 
consummate aklU against tremendous odds 
was something to fire the Imagination. And 
certainly the general's colorful personality 
and handsome presence do not detract from 
bis popular appeal. 

Yet General MacArthur has not set foot 
on continental American soil in many years. 
His present assignment Is a passive one. 
is safe to say that lew of his admirers have 
ever seen btm. 

Bo It must that Americans' gratitude and 
admiration are less llcUe than we might 
sometimes suppose. This conclusion Is borne 
out by the fact that for the second straight 
year Qen. Dwigbt Elsenhower took second 
place in the poll. 

But what of the other names In the top 
ten on the Gallup list? They are Winston 
Churchill, Harry S. Truman, George C. Mor- 
shall, Eleanor Roosevelt, James Byrnes. Pope 
Plus xn . sister Kenny, and Thomas 
Dewey, In that order. 

Last ycor Mr. Churchill was In fifth place, 
behind President Truman and Mrs. Roose- 
velt, Now. tt year farther removed from 
Brltaln'a hlghot office and the.obJcct of in' 
' (kreaaed mtlclom at home and aboard, his 
ibimluiJhpptilB^ has increased. 
'. Last j^ttci^onry A. Wallace ab'dtHaroid 
Btassen were among the top ten. Have 
Americans grown more conservative In the 
past 12 months? Before an answer Is made 
It should also be noted that Herbert Hoover, 
who held sixth place on last year's list, Is 
' now missing. 

There are other Items of Interest. Last 
year Mr. Byrnes, as secretary of stale, was In 
tenth place. Now, retired, he Is In seventh, 
ahead of Pope Plus, whose name did not 
appear In last year's first ten. 

The current appearcnce of General Mar- 
shall's name Is not hard to explain. But why 
Sister Kenny? She did nothing so new and 
spectacular In 1I)4G as to account for this 
sudden notice. Maybe she should thank 
Rosalind Russell and Hollywood for her prc' 
sent eminence In the public esteem. 

We don't know what all this proves. About 
the only thing we're sure of Is thot we made 
a mistake obove In in speaking about '■pop- 
ularity." Popularity and admiration aren't 
the same thing. General MacArthur might 
have trouble hi outdrawlng Bob Hope In the 
same town on the same night. And some 
would probably pass up a speech by Mr. 
Churchill to beo-Bob FcUcr pitch against 
the Red Sox. 

Perhaps the chief difference Is that the 
popular heroes get rich, while the odmlred 
heroes get to paste Gallup Poll clippings in 
their scrapbooks.

munism. 

This hontity. In contrast to the 
sly policy ot the Roosevelt rcalmi 
may mean that, at last, and not 
hour too soon, the United States has 
rccognlied an enemy within our 
country as well as without, Mr. 
Truman had previously indicated 
that he rejected Rooacvelfa hoa- 
pitallty to these enemies. He had 
cleaned out ot some departments of 
tho goiemmenl. includli^g the cab- 
inet.

That Is like 
appealing to criminals to give them- 
selves up tor. as Mr. Schwellenbaeh 
said: "One of the first things that 
a communist leoms Is to deny that 
ho li one," as though that were his 
own bright thought for the day, 
II Is not mere rocnmlnatlon. but 
restatement ot a sad fact, to cay 
that Franklin D. Roosevelt and his 
wife, both, complicated the prob- 
lem of ellmlnaUng communists 
trom the government, unions and 
outwardly conventional American 
poUlIcal parties. The Dies commit- 
tee waa Inept at tint and Martin 
Dies, its chaliman, did practice 
some ot the Irregular, though not 
Illegal, methods that had been used 
before by Samuel Dlclcsteln of New 
York. In tho earlier committee on 
subversive activities, and by Hugo 
Black, now a Justice of the supreme 
court, when he was carrying a card 
In the Km Klux Elan and ruimlng a 
scandalous senatorial Inquiry. 

Yet, the Boosevelt pcnonal fol- 
lowing, Including all the most ob- 
streperous and obvious communists, 
and their press, were heartened In 



their ctmpalgn to discredit Diet* 
disclosures, by both the President

Mrs. Rooaerelt. penonally, con* 
ducted heisell In a tn»nn t r to Indi- 
cate sympathy with those imder In- 
quiry and followed that demonstra- 
tion by Inviting a bunch of them to 
the White House. At tho chicken 
salad orgy In the White House, fol' 
lowing tho fourth Inauguration, tho 
guesU included William OsUmor, 
originally Uorgolla, a well-known 
tfllet whose notoriety and rise from 
the status of obscure and petty 
tnave In the police records of New 
York «u due to his consistent 
preaching ot the policies, or Une, ot 
the Stalinist machine In the United 
Gtstes. Many Indubitable coc 
nlils were turned up In many de- 
partments ot tho Roosevelt govern- 
ment, but In not one single case 
there any acknowledgment 
from the While House or the Itooes- 
rell parly that their preaence was 
at all rrgrttUble or any expIonaUon 
of how they got there. 

The decision ot the supremo court 
in tho llsny nrldges deportation 
esse seems to trustrate any hope ot 
pinning commtmUm on anyone. 

Bridges waa given a long and talr 
hearing by Judge Charlea P, Seari, 
a dlitlnguUhed Jurist, under an un- 
challenged act of congress, as the 
minority opinion of the supreme 
court said. Judge Bears recommend- 
ed that he be deported on twc 
grounds (a> that he waa a member 
ot the Communist party and (b) 
that he waa "atflllated" with both 
the party and the Marine Workers* 
Induitrlsl urUon "which was a part 
f the Communist party." 

The hoard ot Immigration appeals, 
of the department ot Justice, a 
body by no means comparable to 
Judge Sears In prestige but more 
comparable to any bureaucratic 
group of clerks, reversed the Judge. 
Francis Blddle. the attorney gen- 
eral, and certainly no rcd-balter, 
reversed the board ol appeals and 
ordered Bridges' deportation. The

In a long and 
wls;^ dlsetissloa ol th* meaning ot 
the wort -aftlUsllon.- In fine, how- 
ever, a win could assist in'* co- 
operate with a violent, anti-Amer- 
ican group In Its legltlmsto acUrl- 
Uei without becamlng guUty of lU 
Illicit purposes. 

Chief Justice Stone wrote a min- 
ority opinion tor btmself. Frank* 
furter and BoberU which demol- 
ished tho erU rubbish ot thi ma- 
jority opinion. But thst was only 
tn the luture of a wall ot regret 
for, by this decision. Bridges was 
welcomed to our midst and eventujf 
ally to dtlicnshlp. In which aUturt 
of course, he may. It ha desires, 
openly demand th« rlolent destruo- 
Uon of the goremment. As a dtUen. 
he msy advocate the lUIcIl alms ot 
the party, tt he would. 

A rcsoluUon li now pending by 
Congressman McDonough ot Cali- 
fornia, which munUtokably damns 
communlan as on Intemstlonsl con- 
spiracy against our government and 
a communist u anyono who cx- 
pounda communism as an enemy of 
the country 'to be dealt with ac- 
cordingly."
